The minister also reported that 
he had asked the Ministerial Eco- 
nomic Committee to cancel the 33 
per cent fare increase granted to 
Arkia Inland Airlines for flights to 
and from Eilat and the rest of 
the country. 

Gad Katz, Mayor of Eilat, told 
the committee members his town’s 
economic situation was still bad and 
there had been no progress in per- 
suading industry to relocate there, 
“despite all the lip service we have 
been getting.” 

To get Eilat out of the economic 
. doldrums, Katz proposed the es- 
tablishment of a gambling casino, 

“which would nof only draw many 
tourists, but would also bring lots 
of money into ἘΠῚ τα coffers.” 

Meanwhile, an intra-governmental 
difference of views surfaced at the 
committee meeting when the subject 
of a new airport for the town was 
raised. " 

A representative of the Transport 
Ministry said current cost estimates 
for a new airport are IL30m. He 
said the facility could be ready in 
24 months, and construction should 
begin as soon as possible since the 
existing airstrip was not capable 
of handling a large volume of 
direct flights from overseas.

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Americans evacuate Luanda embassy 
Soviets give support to Marxist 


liberation group in Angola 


NAIROBI (UPI). Spurning 
American, African and European 
demands that it stay out of the 
civil war in the Soviet 
Uniop said yesterday it will sup- 
port a unilateral declaration of in- 
dependence by a Marxist guerilla 
group in the next few days. 

Tn Luanda yesterday, it was an- 
nounced that the American con- 
sulate-general was being evacuated 
and will be manned only by a 
skeleton staff as of midnight last 
night, 


Consul-general Tom Killoran said 
the evacuation was ordered by the 
State Department. ᾿ 

Moscow made known its intention 
to intervene directly in the An- 
golan situation by extending diplo- 
matic support to the Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola (MPLA) 
in a note delivered to President 
Idi Amin of Uganda. 

Amin immediately placed the So- 
viet note before an emergency con- 
ference of African nations meeting 
in Kampala to try to arrange a 
cease-fire between Angola’s three 
major guerrilla groups, which have 
been fighting each other for 
months.

A career in Egged involves hard 
work — and a good income. New-

Tightened administration is hard 
to carry out when practically the 
whole undertaking consists of 
partners, The head office is cluttered 
with old-timers who cannot easily be 
persuaded to step down from the 
restful jobs they have achieved after 
a lifetime of hard work on the roads. 
As to a fellow-member, that is 
8. lot to ask. 

Yet the cooperative must be com- 
petitive as a business enterprise. It 
must prove itself if it is to receive, in 
association with Dan, an exclusive 
franchise over the whole country. 

As a condition of their unification, 
the two want their respon- 
sibility for public transport to be em- 
bodied in a law. That is only possible 
if the public is satisfied that they can 
supply an efficient service at 
moderate cost without rmning into 
senseless deficits.

Volvo is different

THE VOLVO factory at Skovde is a 
showpiece of Swedish industry both 
because It 15 by any standards a ma- 
jor heavy engineering plant, and 
because the engines which it 
produces move the cars, trucks, 
buses, agricultural, and marine 
equipment put out by the Volvo 
group of companies, which is Scan- 
dinavia's largest industrial concern. 

Visitors from as far away as Japan 
and the United States come to 
Skovde because the factory is 
different, and takes pride in this 
fact. The four-cylinder B 21 engines 
are milled, welded, fettled, assembl- 
ed and manufactured there as all 
machines must be. But there is no 
din or dust, no glare or squalor. The 
entire 40,000 sq.m. workplace is 
clean and orderly, buzzing with ac- 
tivity, but with no sign of haste or 
heavy toil. 

At one corner, a group of girls in 
overalls have seated themselves 
around a small table — right 
between the lines of towering 
machinery — quietly enjoying a 
coffee break. They must have com- . 
pleted their production quota for the 
time being, or are making use of an 
interruption in the work flow, our 
guide explained. At another place he 
warned us to niove on — “the fellow 
at that machine is so of his 
operation, that he describes it fully 
to all our visitors, and talks 
endlesaly.”" 

Doesn’t he mind losing time — and 
output? Didn't you tell us that most 
of your workera are paid by results? 

That is true. He may have to stay 
longer in order to make up for it. He 
may also halt the flow of materials, 
and thus hinder his comrades. That's 
why I don't want to put temptation in 
his way. 

But if a worker does not fulfil his 
quota, isn't his pay reduced accor- 
dingly? 


Not necessarily. He may lose some 
premium, but will probably get his 
daily minimum pay. We do not 
pelieve in the American system of 
achieving the required production by 
fines and incentives, In a modern 
factory, manufacturing is carried 
out largely by automatic or semi- 
automatic machinery, and is not 
much dependent on the worker's 
dexterity or exertion. Of course, he 
must feed his machine, manipulate 
and supervise its operation. But 
there is no sense in making hin‘ 
responsible for it. 

Still, what do you do if a worker 
doesn't produce his quota? If he 
doesn't work properly? 

‘Then we try to find out the cause of | 
his failure. Maybe, he is not to 
blame. He comes to work. He's been 
doing his job properly until now. So 
probably something has happened. 
Perhaps there's been a mechanical

Only 
when we have found the cause can 
we try to remove the trouble, and 
thus to restore — perhaps even to in- 
crease — the man's productivity. 

So none of your workers is ever 
lazy or ill-willed? 

Of course, that's possible. If he is 
found to be sabotaging his work, he 
can be dismissed. But that rarely 
happens. Work-discipline is main- 
tained largely by the workers’ 
awareness that a modern factory 
cannot function without proper 
teamwork, and by a steady process 
of intensive consultation. Every 
member of the staff in the factory 
must adjust himself to the work- 
flow, but he (or she) also takes part 
in forming it, in solving problems 
and suggesting changes and im- 
provements. We — the management 
— don't just sit planning and 
deciding. We also take advice and 
ean be persuaded. No im 
decision ig taken without the issue 
being thrashed out by all the people 
Soncerned. 
VOLVO IS ‘NOT a baer ipa 
Neither is it a state or publicly own- 
ed company. It is a private concern, 
owned by its shareholders. Only five 
per cent of its share capital was 
recently aquired by the Swedish 
National Pension Insurance Fund. 
Volvo shares are quoted on the 
Stockholm, London, and Frankfurt 
Stock Exchanges. Over the past five 
years the group's profit ranged 
between 12 and 17 per cent.on its ad- 
justed equity capital, and averaged 
about 10 per cent on its total capital. 
Two thirds of its income come from 
sales outside Sweden, and only part 
of it from its foreign subsidiaries. It 
must therefore keep abreast of its 
competitors. And its performance is 
obviously not impaired by the in- 
dustrial democracy practised at its 
major plants — such as that at 
Skovde. 

Moreover, while Volvo was one of 
the pioneers in this fidld, it is by now 
no longer alone. No less than 35 
Swedish companies currently apply 
the personnel participation and con- 
sultation system — including such 
major concerns ag Saab-Scania, 
Billeruds (pulp and paper), 

borgs Gummifabriks (rubber 
and plastics) as well as several 
medium ones — and the movement 
is still spreading. 

Most of these novel plants are 
highly mechanized, and apply 
various techniques and gadgets 
reducing the physical strain of fac- 
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tory work, In some cases — e.g. at 
Volvo's Kalmar car plant — the con- 
ventional assembly line has been 
abolished, and replaced by a aeries 
of compartments in which complex 
sets of operations are carried out by 
whole groups of workers. At the 
Skovde plant engines are moved 
through their successive production 
stages not by a fixed overhead line, 
but by a flexible system of electrical- 
ly driven trucks. These and other 
modifications of the conventional 
production methods are expected to 
make factory work both easier and 
more interesting. 

Other ways of achieving this end 
are work enlargement (including 
training of workers in additional] 
jobs), team work, work rotation, 
flexible work time. However, the 
novelty of this system cannot be. 
summed up in any external changes 
of equipment or work methods. 
Volvo engineers aver that in no case 
is automation carried out 
what can be justified by proper 
costing. Internal flexibility and work 
convenience is firmly held within the 
confines of efficiency. Indeed, a 
number of American automobile 


.workers are said to have left Skovde ἡ 


disappointed by the exacting work 
conditions which they found there.

The cost of the atrike to the economy was out of all pro- 
portion to the importance of the issue in dispute. Monopolies 
and nesr-monopolies used to be reproved for giving too 
much power to their owners. They should now be criticised 
for another reason, that they allow their workers too much 
power — amounting sometimes to a stranglehold — over 
the nation's affairs. 

This new development reinforces the need to take a second 
Jook at Israel’s economic monoliths. Do they have to be ac- 
corded the extraordinary status, which permits them to damage 
the welfare and imperil the security of the country at their 
pleasure? The law should be equal, even between business 
sectors. There is no reason to have one rule for an industrial 
firm like Ata Textiles or Haifa Chemicals, and another for 
8 transport company like ἘΠῚ Al. 

The challenge is to de-monopolize. Wherever this is done, 
benefits can be seen; in Ashdod port, for example. The decline 
in foreign trade — combined, it must be added, with an 
increase in containerisation — has eased the bottlenecks in 
Tsrael'’s harbours. The dockers are no longer so prone to hold 
the country to ransom. If there is a holdup in Ashdod, the 
ships simply sail to Haifa. 

The stevedores face a new situation: they must compete. 
i Today it is with Haifa. Tomorrow, if both ports get choked up 

again with cargoes, it may have to be Yamit. 

Similarly with El ΑἹ. Israel's national airline does not need 
to be treated with such extreme sentimentalism and reverence.

dominant, and this has led to continuous abuse, reflected

The Sassoon collection 


“SOMETHING OF the soul of the nation is contained in 
the ancient manuscripts of the Sassoon Collection" a former 
library director has said. And “only a generation from now 
everyone will bless the decision made now for a supreme 
national effort to acquire it.” 

But ever since 1969, when the more than 1,200 manuscripts 
were first offered to the Hebrew University and the Jewish 
National Library at what the owner claimed was less than 
their actual value, there were those who said the country had 
other wale any for its limited funds, - 

Many officials felt that they would be condemned no matter 
what they did. Some people would say the £100,000 raised for 
one manuscript might buy seven flats for young couples. 
Others would say that the young people would be housed in 
any case, but that the opportunity to buy the 9th century - 
Damascus Pentateuch might never recur.

PROFESSOR DR. ISAAC 
Berenblum, now Professor 
Emeritus of the Department of
